In addition to these several bears 
ha v e 
been seen, but were either not m olest­ 
ed or succeeded in m ak ing their es­ 
cap e when p ursued. The eastern p art 
of the city , the Endon and 
Hunter 
P ark districts, is an arm ed camp , p re­ 
p ared to shoot bears. 
Guns are k ep t 
loaded and 
conveniently 
p laced In 
scores of homes. 
On 
one day four 
bears were 
k illed 
and on another 
three. 
It 
is 
believed that several 
bears have been shot in the city lim­ 
its lately that have not been rep orted. 
Bear steak s 
m ay 
be had in the 
butcher 
shop s, 
though the sup p ly 
does not come entirely from 
a nima ls 
k illed on the front lawns of $10,000 
dwellings, but from the country round 
about Duluth. 
The bear invasion 
this 
y ear has been esp ecially interesting in 
Duluth for the reason that the 
a ni­ 
mals are found deep er into the 
resi­ 
dence section than usual. 
In p revious 
seasons most of the bears vrere k illed 
in Lak eside suburb, but they ha v e 
become utterly 
fearless 
and stro ll 
right through the residence sections. 
Many of the 
bears 
that have been 
seen, and many that have been k illed, 
were discovered near the State Nor­ 
mal school building in this city . 
The annual bear hunts in Duluth 


bushes and are found in the ravines 


mentioned. 


A bear gathers and eats blueberries 


by giving the bush a sweep toward 
his mouth with his p aw. Many berries 
are wasted in this manner, and as he 
considers the mulberry , or snak e ber­ 
ry , as something choice he is more 
careful in 
his 
methods. 
W hen he 
finds a bunch of these he carefully 
tak es it between both p aws and eats 
the berries off. 
A num ber of the ani­ 
mals that have 
been 
k illed were 
small cubs. 
The p eop le of Duluth, as a rule, do 
not ap p rove of the shooting of the 
baby bruins that have wandered so 
confidingly into a large civilized com­ 
munity . 
They believe that there Is 
something cruel, if 
not absolutely 
brutal, in the idea of slaughtering 
a 
cub bear weighing about 20 p ounds 
j by p ouring a load of buck shot or a 
rifle bullet into it while the little fel­ 
low is nosing about the residence sec^ 
tion of a city look ing for something 
choice to eat, without being in the 
least disp osed to harm any body .

A Russian correspondent was talk­ 
ing about Siberia, say s the New York 
Press. 
“In that strang e land,*' he said “the 
strang est thing is the suicidal tenden­ 
cy of the 
Chukchees. 
Among 
the 
Chiikchees, actually , suicide is one 
of the most common forms of death. 
“The 
Chukchees 
live 
in 
North­ 
eastern Siberia. 
They are small and 
copper-colored. 
They dress in skins 
and ride reindeer. 
Tallow and raw 
kidney are their chief delicacies. 
“A Chukchee doesn’t kill himself 
by his own hand. 
He appoints his 
nearest 
relative—his 
wife, 
son or 
daug hter—to do the deed. 
.\iid the 
deleg ate never rebels, never declines 
this sad and horrible task 
“Innumerable are the causes of sui­ 
cide—jealousy , unreq uited love, an in­ 
curable disease, melancholy , poveiiy 
and so on. 
“T knew a man who was prosperous 
and apparently happy . Suddenly a de­ 
sire for death seized him. ‘in three 
moons,* he said, ‘I will g o home to iiiy 
fathers.* 
And he calmly settled his 
affairs, and at the appointed time hade 
his wife to knot 
a 
cord about his 
throat and his two sons to pull upon 
this cord till he should be strang led. 
He died, they told me, smiling . 
“The death coat, which hang s in 
every Chukchee house, has a hood. It 
is for use in suicide. The hood hides 
the facial contortions '>f flic dy ing . 
“There 
are 
Chukchee 
families 
wherein suicide is hereditary , where­ 
in it is a point of honor for the sons 
to kill themselves, a natural death 
being reg arded in such families as dis­ 
g raceful and scandalous, a sig n of the 
most unpardonable cowardice.
